GIRLS SAY IT WITH ORANGE JUICE 


IN YOUR 
i GARDEN \ 


All navel oranges and grape¬ 
fruit from California and Arizona 
shall move only as authorized by 
allotments from the California- 
Arizona Citrus Distribution Com¬ 
mittee after midnight, Sunday, 
January 14, according to an of¬ 
ficial statement from that com¬ 
mittee following its meeting on 
Friday. 

The distribution committee de¬ 
cided upon shipments for next 
week of the equivalent of 35 cars 
of packed navel oranges for area 
1, which includes the eight south¬ 
ern counties of California, all of 
Nevada except Reno, and all of 
Arizona, and 600 cars for area 2, 
which includes the balance of the 
United States and Canada. 


Because of its revenue produc¬ 
ing possibilities Pennsylvania's 
adoption of a modified Canadian 
plan for handling the liquor busi 
ness is being carefully observed 
by the special committee of the 
California Assembly delegated to 
submit a plan for liquor control 
in this State, according to Speak¬ 
er Little, of the Assembly. 

The Pennsylvania law setting 
up a system of State liquor 
stores on the order of the Cana¬ 
dian plan became effective with 
the new year. The proposal foi 
the adoption of this scheme with 
whatever modifications or amend¬ 
ments may seem advisable in the 
light of practical operation of the 
law in the Keystone State was 
made recently at a convention of 
the League of California .Muni¬ 
cipalities, which was attended by 
the Assembly committee. Little 
sat in at the discussion with his 
legislative commission and was 
impressed, he said, with the 
proposition both because of its 
revenue raising possibilities and 
the moral effect direct State con¬ 
trol of the liquor business might 
have.

j of fruit. I have eaten many dif¬ 
ferent varieties of Sapote but the 
Harvey variety is the best of all 
in my opinion. 

During the years many seed 
from the Harvey tree have been 
planted in Sierra Madre and they 
have all become fine bearing 
trees equal in quality to the 
parent tree. It takes at least six 
years for the Sapote to come into 
bearing from seed so it is best to 
plant as old a tree as you can 
secure so as to hasten the fruit¬ 
ing time. 

The Harvey Sapote makes a 
large tree. The branches are 
rather drooping. We think it ad¬ 
visable to cut back limbs some¬ 
what each year while the tree is 
young to get a compact, well¬ 
shaped tree. The fruit is about 
the size of a peach and the flesh 
is white, with a sweet melting 
flavor that most people like very 
much.

"The original moratorium bill 
was Assembly Bill No. 908 
(Chapter 203, Statutes of 1933). 

- The author of this bill was As¬ 
semblyman John T. Rawls, of the 
San Pedro District of Los Ange¬ 
les County. This measure, which 
was approved by Governor Rolph 
May 9, 1933, provided an outright 
moratorium against foreclosures 
of mortgages and trust deeds

‘‘The Rawls Moratorium mea¬ 
sure was supplemented by Sen¬ 
ate bill No. 1219 (Chapter 1057, 
Statutes of 1933). As there has 
been some confusion as to inter¬ 
pretation and effect of this sup¬ 
plemental Senate measure, I have 
written Fred B. Wood, Legisla 
five Counsel, at Sacramento, to 
give his interpretation of this 
measure. Mr. Wood replied as 
follows:
